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In decades of study- 
ing Shakespeare, Sister 
Mary Enda Costello, 
R.S.M., developed a 
keen sense of irony from 
the works of the English. 
bard. She would un- 
doubtedly chuckle a bit — 
to learn that the 
Feehan Flashback, 
which she founded in 
1964, has adopted revo- 
lution as its theme. Her 
life, after all, was a trib- 
ute to endurance and 
perseverance. Her sev- 
enty-eight years were 
marked by a singular 
commitment to the twin 
values most esteemed at 
Bishop Feehan: God 
and education. 

Sister Enda, as she 
was most often called, 
served as a Sister of 
Mercy for sixty years, 
more than three times as 
long as most of the 
people reading this 
yearbook have been 
alive. She entered the novitiate in 1935, when she 
was a mere eighteen years. Even at such a young 
age, Sister Enda knew that she had discovered her 
true calling, and over the next two generations, she 
grew to exemplify the teachings of Christ and the 
principles of Catholicism. 

Faith may have nourished Sister Enda’s soul, but 
a lifelong devotion to education, both as a teacher 
and as a student, sustained her mind. She taught at 
Bay View Academy in Riverside, R. |. for sixteen years 
before coming to Bishop Feehan a few years after its 
establishment. With her degrees in literature from 
Salve Regina and Notre Dame, Sister Enda anchored 
the English department until her retirement in 1993. 

During those nineteen years at Feehan, Sister 
Enda taught literature, religion, Latin, and humani-
